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yational  Program  of  Work 

During  1937  the  programe  of  the  Agricolttiral  Adjtietinent  Adalnistra- 
tion,  Soil  Conservation,  Para  Security,  Haral  Hectrlflcatlon,  Tennessee 
Valley  Authority,  and  other  Federal  agencies  working  in  rural  areas  con- 
tinued to  receive  major  attention  from  county  extension  agents  in  general 
and  particularly  from  county  agricultural  agents.  Taking  all  county  ex- 
tension agents  together,  15 .05  percent  of  their  time  iras  devoted  to  A.  A.  A. 
and  relief  programs  as  compared  to  18. 9U  percent  in  193^;  27.87  percent  in 
1935;  and  39.69  percent  in  I934. 

The  distribution  of  agents*  time  and  the  field  time  of  specialists, 
hy  projects,  is  given  in  Tahle  2.  Tor  purpose  of  comparison  the  corre- 
sponding percentages  for  I936,  1935 »  193^»  a^^  ^933  are  also  given.

As  will  be  noted  somewhat  less  emphasis  was  placed  upon  farm  crops 
extension  during  1937  than  in  1936«  The  greatest  decrease,  however,  was 
In  agricultural  economics  where  the  proportion  of  time  devoted  to  the  line 
of  work  declined  from  I3.7  percent  in  I936  to  8.7  percent  in  1937.  This 
lessened  emphasis  on  agricultural  economics  extension  can  be  partially,  if 
not  entirely,  explained  by  the  shift  from  county  planning  as  a  separate 
A.  A.  A.  project  closely  identified  with  the  agricultural  economics  special- 
ists to  extension  program  planning  so  organized  in  many  States  as  to  in- 
clude the  A,  A.  A.  planning  project.   The  percentage  of  time  devoted  to 
fifhnulating  the  extension  program  increased  from  10. 9  percent  In  I936  to 
13. U  percent  in  1937. 
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Re suit  Demonat rat Ions 

The  total  num'ber  of  adult  result  demonstrations  conducted  In  1337 
was  867,504  as  compared  to  8S1,20S  for  I936  and  788,615  for  1935.  The 
number  of  projects  completed  "by  cluh  members  was  It 593*329  as  compared 
to  1,^32,846  in  I936  and  1,21^,323  in  I935.  (Table  3) 

Regarding  adult  demonstrations,  all  projects  showed  an  increase  in 
1937  over  193^  excepting  horticulture,  animal  husbandry,  poultry,  sigri- 
cultural  engineerizig,  agricultural  economics,  home  health  and  sanitation, 
and  miscellaneous.  Largest  increases  occurred  in  foods  and  nutrition  and 
legumes  and  forage  crops. 

In  connection  with  H-H  club  projects  completed,  there  was  an  increase 
in  1937  over  193^  ^^  ^^  projects  except  legumes  and  forage  crops  and  ag- 
ricultural economics. 

k-E  Club  Work 

The  upward  trend  in  U-H  club  enrollment  indicated  in  I935  and  I936 
was  further  accelerated  in  1937  ^"f^en   U6,877  more  boys  and  girls  partici- 
pated in  I4-H  club-  activities  than  in  either  of  the  two  previous  years. 
The  number  of  boys  and  girls  completing  the  work  outlined  was  62,1+59 
larger  than  in  1936*  The  number  of  projects  started  was  higher  in  I937 
by  177t395  and  the  number  of  projects  completed  higher  by  l60,U83  than 
in  1936.  (Table  U) 

The  increased  volume  of  4-H  club  work  was  directly  due  to  the  en- 
larged Extension  staff  financed  through  Bankhead- Jones  funds.  The  in- 
crease came  largely  through  increased  re-enrollment  of  former  club  mem- 
bers.

enrolled  in  club  work  twd  y^ars  and  under,  14.08  percent  were  enrolled 
three  yearst  irtille  the  other  16,76  percent  have  been  in  club  work  for  a 
period  of  four  years  or  more.  The  average  length  of  membership  of  I937 
club  members  was  2.24  years  for  boys  and  2.20  years  for  girls,  or  2,22 
years  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

From  Table  5b,  it  will  be  noted  that  40.94  percent  of  the  boys  and 
girls  in  club  work  were  12  years  old  and  undert  39.68  percent  were  I3  to 
15  years  inclusive,  and  the  remainder,  or  I9.38  percent  were  from  16  to 
20  years  of  age  and  older.

In  addition  to  the  large  increase  in  volume  of  U-H  club  work  during 
1937,  extension  work  with  rural  yoiang  people  16  to  23  jears  of  age  who 
were  not  in  U-H  eluhe  increased  m&teriall7  also*  The  noBher  of  such  or- 
ganized groups  increased  from  2,020  in  I936  to  2,06s  in  1937*  ^e  mem- 
bership in  such  special  groups  increased  from  5^*204  in  193^  ^^   39*^57 
in  1957. 

Summary  of  Extension  Influence 

The  1937  report  annaarj  Indicates  that  on  3*^^»OU6  farms  changes 
in  practices  resulted  firoa  the  agricultursd  extension  program,  niiile 
the  home  economics  extension  program  influenced  the  adoption  of  im- 
proyed  practices  in  lt238»420  farm  homes  and  U26,U66  other  homes, 
(Table  6)  The  1,192,385  U-H  club  maabers  enrolled  in  I937  came  from 
723,643  farm  homes  and  178,639  other  homes. 

▲  total  of  U, 888 ,933  rural  families  were  definitely  influenced  by 
some  phase  of  the  1937  extension  program.  Of  this  number  4,l67tl23  were 
farm  families  and  721,832  were  other  families*  The  farm  families  influ- 
enced represent  approximately  61  percent  of  all  the  farm  families  in 
counties  with  extension  agents. 

This  is,  of  course,  difficult  information  for  agents  to  obtain  ac- 
curately so  a^nts  were  instructed  to  make  a  conserratlre  estimate  based 
upon  such  records,  surreys,  and  other  sources  of  information  as  were 
available. 


Statistical  Summary 

Detailed  statistical  Information  regarding  extension  activities 
and  accomplishments  during  the  year  is  listed  in  Table  6.  Much  of  the 
information  on  general  activities  is  given  separately  for  home  demons- 
tration agents,  4-H  club  agents,  and  agricultural  agents.  In  the  ease 
of  projects  only  totals  are  given.
